School Survey 


Education takes the biggest bite out of the tax dollar 
in Andover just as it does in every other community. 

It has been estimated that the town will be spending 
some $5 million for schools within the next five years. 

The cost could be a great deal higher if a group now 
studying the role of parochial schools in the archdiocese 
comes up with a recommendation that the elementary and 


high schools be phased out. 


The two-year study was commissioned by Cardinal 
Cushing. It will be made by an eight-man team known as 
New England Catholic Education Center at Boston Col- 


lege. 


An article in the Pilot, organ of the Boston Archdiocese, 
said the research effort ‘‘could completely restructure 
Catholic elementary and secondary schools as we have 
known them for nearly 100 years.”’ 

The first phase of the study is expected to look into 


assessments of the parochial school system’s strengths 
and weaknesses, the feasibility of continuing to operate 
church schools in view of rising costs, the effects of popu- 
lation shifts on the schools, the needs of the poor, and the 
decrease in the number of vocations. 

In the second phase, parents will be consulted about 
their views on the continuation of parochial schools. The 
researchers will examine the possibility of pooling teach- 
ing orders as well as sharing plants and other aids. 

Just over the line in South Lawrence, St. Patrick’s and 
Sacred Heart parishes already have a study underway to- 
ward a possible merger of the school systems. 

If the decision is ever made to phase out the elementary 
and secondary schools operated by the church, there will 
be an additional tax burden thrown on the already hard 


pressed citizen.

The arguments for rezoning for 
Raytheon in Andover are to 
increase our tax revenue; and to 
hold what we already receive by 
keeping Raytheon in town, The 
opposing arguments are that 
rezoning reduces the value of al- 
ready built homes, adds to the 
traffic problem, and the haste to 
rezone prevents proper considera~ 
tion, 

The effect of rezoning on con- 
servation should also be con- 
sidered, The area to be rezoned 
contains 20 to 30 acres of marsh= 
land, The recently enacted state 
law to protect our inland wetlands 
indicates the importance of keeping 
marshlands to retain water, Yet 
by rezoning, we encourage filling 
our marshes for building, 

Furthermore, the soil survey 
just completed for the town by the 
Soil Conservation Service of 
the Department of Agriculture 
shows that about half the area to 
be rezoned, which is where the 
plant will be located, is not suit- 
able for building, It isclassi- 
fied as **3W*’, ‘*3°* means the 
area would not normally be used 
for commercial and industrial 
sites, The added ‘‘wW*’ means that 
such soil is saturated with water 
from about 7 months to most of 
the year, 

Many Andover organizations 
have evinced interest in conserva~ 
tion, in preventing the misuse of 
our land area, and in retaining the 
essential characteristics which 
make Andover a fine place in which 
to live, Among these are our sev=

Fallout .Protection Data 
On Way To Homes 


Remember that questionnaire on 
home fallout protection you filled 
out and mailed for the Census 
Bureau several weeks ago? Or 
perhaps a Census Bureau 


enumerator visited your home for 
the purpose, In any event, Bureau 
computers at Jeffersonville, Indi- 
ana, have begun cranking out eval- 
uations of questionnaries from this 
area and they'll bearriving in your 
mail shortly, according to State 
civil Defense Director Allan R, 
Zenowitz, 

Director Zenowitz said that res- 
idents whose homes were surveyed 
by mail questionnaire would get 


their replies first; mailing of re- 


ports to most homes surveyed by 
Census Bureau enumerators is 
scheduled for a later date, 

In either case, residents of one~, 
two- and three-family dwellings 
which were surveyed will find out 
from the reply whether their homes 
would provide adequate, almost 
adequate, or insufficient protection 
against fallout in a nuclear attack 
emergency, They will also get 
detailed advice on improving 
shelter areas in the home, or as 
an alernative, on seeking public 
shelter for their families, 

Director Zenowitz pointed out 
that the Home Fallout Protection 
Survey, which is under way 
throughout Massachusetts is de- 
signed to locate home protection 
for the Nation’s citizens to fill 
the gap between the public shelter 
space available and the total re= 
quirement for sheltering the entire 
US. population, The home survey 
program was called by President 
Johnson in a message to Congress 
in 1965, It is sponsored by the 
Office of Civil Defense of the 
Department of Defense, and is 
being conducted through the 
facilities of the U.S, Bureau of 
the Census, 


Director Zenowitz explained that 
Census Bureau replies would fall 
in two major categories, depend- 
ing on computer analysis of the 
questionnaire, Some householders 
will receive a **Fallout Protection 
in Homes with Basements”*® hand- 
book bearing on its back cover a 
**Protection Evaluation Report** 
on his dwelling, This report will 
show the PF (Protection Factor) 
which the computer has calculated 
for the center and for the “*best 
corner*’ of the basement, The PF 
for the center tells the amount of 
protection normally found in the 
entire basement, 

The PF represents the relation 
between the amount of fallout radi- 
ation which would be received bya 
completely unprotected person 
compared to the amount received 


by a person protected by a shelter, 
The higher the PF, the more pro= 
tection a basement affords against 
radiation, 

For example, a person ina 
basement corner which is rated 
PF 40 would receive about one= 
fortieth, or 2 1/2 percent, of the 
radiation he would be subject to 
if unprotected, 

Other householders, principally 
those without basements, will re= 
ceive a handbook, “‘In Time of 
Emergency,’* containing basic 
guidance on nuclear attack 
preparedness as well as advice 
applicable to major peacetime dis- 
asters, 

Director Zenowitx said alsothat 
residents who have not received 
questionnaries should contact their 
local Civil Defense Director for 
assistance,

it be known early in the session 
that he would not permit out- 
bursts from the audience, He was 
unable to prevent several, in- 
cluding one at the tag end of the 
hearing when he told a speaker 
to sit down and some of the 
gathering stalked out of the aud-

The meeting was delayed until 
the arrival of the selectmen and 
town manager who had been con- 
ducting a meeting of their own at 
town hall, 

King introduced Philip K, Allen, 
chairman of the, selectmen, as 
the first speaker for the Raytheon 
cause, 

Allen told the audience that Ray- 
theon has been in Andover for 12 
years and the building they occupy 
is antiquated, 

**l hope they will stay in And-= 
over,”’ he said, 

He explained that the firim needed 
to expand and have a modern plant, 
He said there are 5600 cars to be 
handled each work day, 

Allen said that parcels of 
property in an area shown ona 
large map on the stage had been 
**pulled - together’® by a realty 
trust and a sale and purchase 
agreement had been made 
with Raytheon, 

“Why are they asking rezoning 
when the town already has areas 
for industry?’ a questioner asked 
Allen, 

*‘We must have flexible plan- 
ning,’® Allen replied, 

He said that he knew the plans 
would upset some, ‘Our job as 
selectmen is to think of the entire 
town,” he went on, 

Allen said the main thing was to 
increase the tax base and control 
the rising taxes in the town, 

He said that Raytheon now pays 
$150,000 in taxes and if the new 
plant is built here the evenutal in- 
come will be $600,000 annually, 

Allen said if the company leaves, 
they will probably abandon the 
Shawsheen plant if they build 
elsewhere, thereby cutting the tax 
base, 

He concluded by advising that the 
issue was one of the most important 
to the town in a long, long time, 

Wolf Berthold, chairman of the 
Development and Industrial Com- 
mission took the floor to put that

Forester Urges Care 
For State Woodlands 


With the 1968 recreation season 
now well underway, Richard F, 
Simoneau, chairman, Massa= 
chusetts Tree Farm Committee 
and forester issued a plea today 
for care with Massachusetts’ 
woodlands, 

‘Our 3,260,000 acres of com= 
mercial forest lands provide some 
of the finest recreation in the nation 
and at the same time are growing 
continuous crops of wood for one of 
the state’s important industries, 
the growing, harvesting, trans- 
porting and manufacturing of wood 
into a multitude of products,” 
the chairman said, 

With the rapid increase in rec= 
recreational activity, Simoneau 
pointed out that those using 
the woodlands and Tree Farms 
should couple forest fire preven- 
tion with forest cleanliness, 

**Nothing, unless it be the hor- 
rible mess left by a forest fire, 
is more discouraging to a forest 
owner or manager than to come 


across a refuse pile left by thought- 
less_ recreationists,’* the Tree 
Farm chairman emphasized, 

Accumulations of tin cans, 
bottles and garbage leave an 
image that is not easily erased and 
are discouragements of the first 
order to forest owners. 

It takes but a few moments to 
bury recreational trash or to place 
it in a receptacle provided for that 
purpose,*® the chairman pointed 
out, 

**The careful use of fire, coupled 
with the thoughtful disposal of all 
trash, will help perpetuate the use 
of Massachusetts’ forest lands for 
recreation and, at the same time, 
continue to provide the necessary 
raw materials to meet the demands 
of industry, I urge every recre- 
ationist planning atrip into Massa= 
chusetts woodlands to acquaint 
himself with the regulations 
governing woodland use as well as 
the location of approved camp 
sites,’” Simoneau said,

A variance granted by the board 
of appeals to Donald Craig, 256
